The travelling upon it
in pubhc stages alone, will; during the plesent year of
1836, amount to more than 20,000 persons, doubie the
rnunbvrthalpasywiover it in similar conveyances in the
past year of 1833, a fact itsell establishing the correciness
of the opinion expressed.

I'o Maryland the work is an Ob_]E(,t of pecuhar impor-
tance and solicitude, connecting as it does lmmedm(ely
with the Baltimore and Ohio rall road, and through it with
the metropolis of the state, being mthal an avenue upon
which the principal trade of that enterprising city with
the west 1s ace ommoddted, it cormnmends itself wnh strong
claims to the fostering care of the state.
